VOCAT. SCHOOL 
BRINGS PRAISE 
FROM MEMBERS 



Members ot the Xewmarket high 
school hoard who visited the 
Weston collegiate and vocational 
school Wednesday, at the invita- 
tion of the education committee ot 
York county council, enmo buck In 
the words of one member, "more 
enthusiastic than ever about the 
advantages ot a vocational depart- 
ment for Newmarket high school/* 

The four members of the high 
school board who Inspected tho 
Weston school arc A. N. llelugln. 
Ualph Kojijf. W. J. Ocer and Rev. 
Dr. W. D. Muckle. With them 
was Deputy-Reeve Arthur D. 
Evans. The Weston school Is the 
only vocational school in York 

county. , 

"We thoroughly Inspected tho 
school and the work dono by tho 
students in tho vocational classes," 
snld Sir. Holuxln. "B. H. O. Wor- 
den, principal of the school, totd 
us that in his opinion, the students 
who take the vocational training 
are better equipped to fueo life 
than those who take only the aca- 
demic classes. It may not show 
immediately, he said, but tt will 
In ten years or so. 

"Wo found that en queBtloninx 
the Instructors at the school that 
the students taking the vocational 
classes showed far more interest 
In their work and were less a dis- 
ciplinary problem than tho stu* 
dents In tho academic elastics. 
The reason for It In that the stu- 
dents In the vocational classes 
are doing something that they 
have chosen themselves out ot 
their interests jSp\ : consequently 
find more pleaf§r£ lit the work." 

Mr. Beluiin said that tho Wes> 
to> school had an enrolment of 
elowCto 1.000 of which 560 were 
In vocational classes. Of this 
number. ISO students took the 
commercial course, 360 took tho 
Industrial course which Includes 
shop work such as is proposed foi 
Xewmarket high school, and R0 
girls were enrolled In tho home 
economics classes. 

Thn academic classes took two 
periods of vocational work a week 
and tn that way are enabled to 
Judge whether their aptitudes and 
lucllnntlons lie la that direction, 
nuld Mr. llelugln.

The annual York County seed fair 
at Sutton Friday, white down some- 
what In entries, brought out a full 
hall of spectators who enjoyed an 
Interesting afternoon's discussion 
of agricultural topics pertaining to 

crop Improvement The Sutton 
Agricultural society was host this 

year and was responsible for the 
Interest among the local farmers 
who turned out in large numbers. 

Alex. M. Stewart, Altsa CtalK, 
president of the Canadian Heed 
Growers* Association, was the main 
spcuker and In addition to a review 
of the work of that association, also 
explained some of the technical 
points In tho production ot hybrid 
corn. As a grower of hybrid seed, 
ho stressed the importance of thin 
planting— an average of three plants 
per yard— to secure most satisfac- 
tory results. Farmers must be 
careful to select only the strains for 
tho respective district, he stated. 

The ,new Ajax variety provided 
a popular class with ten entries 
competing, ttoth Mr. Stewart and 
Eric Simpson, Elnvvale, ths other 
Judgo, commented on the hign 
quality of the seed In the various 
classes. Unfortunately a number of 
the samples of small seeds were not 
accompanied by the government 
grading certificate and the awards 
in theso classes have been hckt up 
tilt these arc secured. The prize 
winners In the other classes were 
as fellows;

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SPRING 

Spring has come (we say this despite the low- 
ering clouds and prophecies of colder weather to- 
morrow) but its earliness is the subject of much 
suspicion. We all refuse to believe that the 
season can come with so little fuss, especially 
after the winter we have had, and for that reason, 
perhaps, we are suspicious and hint darkly of 
blizzards ahead or a dry summer as the result of 
this early season- 
But this is all speculation. The spring we have 
had is real. There is no doubting the song of the 
robin, the bloom of snow-drop and crocus. The 
snow is nearly gone and the ground is soft. The 
sun pouring through south and west windows is 
as warm as a smelter blast on blood thinned by a 
winter that kept us all hopping about like cats on 
a verandah at midnight in an effort to keep 
warm. We wager that in the last few days, more 
than one businessman, at his desk in the sun, has 
drowsed off and awakened with a start to realize 
he was dreaming of the dog days when he angled 

1 for a catfish on a sunny bank as a boy. 

Certain projects contemporary with spring are 
underway. There is considerable construction in 
the ditches and along creek banks where school- 
boys are building dams of ice and mud, rivalling 
in importance, if not size, the Boulder and Grand 
Coulee. More than one match stick craft has 
been launched into the spring flood. The wasfi of 
water over the dam at Fairy Lake can be heard 
far up Main St. in the evening. 

And if further proof were wanted. Main St, on 
any one of the sunny afternoons last week is all 
that is needed.

EDITORIALS 

The editorial page of a newspaper is open to 
all readers. It is their forum and as a means of 
free expression, hard-won in man's rough climb 
towards the recognition of his rights, is jealously 
guarded against any form of suppression. An 
editor appreciates an opinion differing with his 
for editors, like other humans, recognize that 
there are generally two sides to every issue and 
the opportunity to present the other side is 
always welcome. 

An editor's task is often thankless in this re- 
spect: the editorial opinions he writes and which 
he sincerely believes to be of value to readers are 
often the least read part of his paper. In the 
news columns, the newspaper can only print the 
facts in a completely unbiased m^nnav. It must 
adhere to this principle of facts and facts alone 
or else become untrustworthy. But on the 

editorial page, the editor is free to draw conclu- • 

sions, to point the moral, to criticize or praise, for 
the editorial page is the page for opinions.- His 
opinions are drav/n from the facts he prints or 
sees in print und often have greater significance 
in that they may point the way to a sounder 
understanding of the facta. 

Some editorial pages arc used to create a def- 
inite feeling In a certain direction among the 
reader* of those pages. To use an editorial page 
in tills manner !» poor tribute to the reader's 
intelligence. KdJtorlats should be written and 
understood by renders as expression* of opinion 
of tho editor, presented for the consideration and 
Judgment of the reader. When the reader dis- 
agree*, both ho and the editor profit when he ex- 
presses that disagreement in writing. The fact Is 
lhat not only the one reader but all readers profit 
by the opportunity to compare two points of 
view. For that Is the function of the editorial 
page: to safeguard the rights of free speech and 
to present fair and varied 'opinions of the aspects 
of our living, always with the Intention to Im- 
prove those aspects under consideration. 

The editorial page has had u magnificent part 
in tho growth and formation of tho kind of so- 
ciety In which we live. In tho troubled times 
ahead, It has an even greater role to play. It can 
x do so successfully only with tho continuing co- 
operation of Its readers. 

STATISTICS 

Annual Report of Municipal Statistics for 1943, 
released by tho uuthority of the minister of muni- 
cipal affairs, Q. H. Dunbar, Is not likely to reach 
the best sellers list despito its attractive blue 

cover. The avorago roadar will not find tho 
■columns of figures the easiest reading In the 
world, but those whoso enthusiasm Is In muni- 
cipal statistics will thoroughly enjoy It It 
should keep them occupied at loosl six month*. 

However, thoro are some statistics of Interest 
to all For example, tho assessed population In 
municipality* Increased by 35,450, or ono percent, 
over 1842. Tho assessed population In municipal* 
Hit* now numbers 3,880,301. On tho other hand 
tho assessed population of township*, which 
reasonably would Include Uio farmers as well as 
tho population of municipalities shows a.stoady 
drop from 1,231,348 In 1940 to 1, 198,5*3 In 1943. 
Since tho municipalities show an increase in 
population and tho townships a decreaso, the con* 
elusion Is thut farmers are moving off the land, a 
sure Indication of how much need thoro In for 
agricultural education as well as other factors to 
halt the migration. 

Newmarket is listed with an uuetsed popula- 
tion of 9,950 and an owned value on land of 
1111,441, on bulldinp, I1.M3/710, of business 
I1MJ4I. T*o corporation Income U $34,761. TOe 
total iwtft*d value U 11,151,174 or *M p* 



capita. Assessed value for public school purposes 
is $2,293,264, for separate school $129,070. The 
total tax levy is $102,374 of which $26,584 Is 
levied for public schools, $2,191 is levied (or sepa- 
rate school, and $20,300 for secondary school. 

Aurora has an assessed population of 2,9i>0 and 
the assessed value on land of $430,001, on build- 
ings, $1,125,020, and on business $04,478.

RELIGION IN SCHOOLS 

(The Free Press Herald, Midland) 

No one will deny the right of the opposition to 
challenge any program launched by the Ontario 
government. % . % 

Liberal leader Hepburn has introduced a reso- 
lution in the house charging the Drew adminis- 
tration with creating national disunity by 
introducing the teaching of- religion in the 
schools, and has declared the plan "asinine." Of 
course, Mr. Hepburn should be well qualified to 
speak as an expert on religion. He has thrown 
more mud at religious leaders than any other 
Canadian politician. 

It is, of course, debatable whether or not relig- 
ion should be taught in the schools. Certain it is 
that no attempt should be made to give instruc- 
tion in any beliefs which are not held in com- 
mon by all the Christian bodies. It may not be 
possible to do this without reducing the faith to a 
rather wishy-washy affair. Some difficulties 
are sure to crop up, for there is no subject on 
which controversies can become more acrid than 
on religion. Nonetheless, the general effect on 
the children of the province should.be good. The 
# home has to a large extent failed to teach the 
fundamentals of religion and jnorals, and the 
Sunday-school is not reaching more than a per- 
centage of the boys and girls. 

The real purpose of religion is to inspire better 
living. As boys and girls come to know about 
God and understand the teachings of Jesus they 
will become better citizens. The schools, of 
course, cannot seek to make converts to Chris- 
tianity. They cannot do more than present relig- 
ious knowledge in a factual way, and therein is 
the great limitation which is imposed on teaching 
religion in the schools. If it only reaches the 
head and not the heart it is of little value. 

The nation which gives religion its proper 
place is spiritually strong. Mistakes will un- 
doubtedly be made at the outset in formulating 
what should be taught and who shall teach it, 
but on the whole wc believe the move is one in 
the right direction, and is deserving of sympa- 
thetic study in the legislature, rather than cheap 
and offensive abuse. Religion is too sacred for 
that.

HAS PLACE IN SCHOOLS 

(Orlllia Packet and Times) 
.It is reassuring to see clergy and church bodies 
rallying to the support of the minister of cduca* 
tion against the attacks being made on him for 
introducing religious teaching into the schools of 
Ontario. It is indeed surprising that some of tho 
opposition should come from within the churches 
themselves. A purely secular and materialist 
system is bound to fail in one of the chief ends of 
education— the formation of character. - There 
can be no deeper delusion than the idea that 
education in itself will solvo the world's prob* 
lems and produce a higher civilization. Educa- 
tion produced Nazism, and a high degreo of 
literacy has not Improved the character of tho 
Japanese people. Coming nearer home, u suc- 
cessful bank robber in the United States, credited 
with hauls aggregating over $700,000, confessed 
that ho had learned his technique in the univers- 
ity laboratory. It is the fashion to blame child 
delinquency on the parents, but a school system 
lacking recognized ethical and religious content 
is not without a share in the responsibility. It Is 
claimed thut religious teaching is the function 
and prerogative of the churches. Out today the 
fJunday-schooh ore probably not reaching half 
the child population; and with the half that do 
attend the instruction Is confined to one short 
and hurried hour in the week. Thut religious 
training bus been restored to the schools Is ono 
of the most promising factors In the outlook for 
improved standards among youth of tho province. 
It Is also a hopeful sign that tho principal 
Protestant churches have been nhln to ngrcu on a 
syllabus and text books for the subject.

To the Editor, Newmarket Era 
and Express: In the issue of March 
8. we are pleased to see the resolu- 
tions which were passed at the 
recent North York Temperance 
Federation's convention; also the 
editorial on Temperance. In this

sihly provide its people with the ~ 

highest possible standard of liv- 
ing. 

Since so-called private enter- 
prise has regularly failed, ex- 
cept in war, to maintain full 
production or provide full em- 
ployment, It vcould seem that the 
time has arrived when the people 
themselves, through their gov- 
ernment, should assume this 
responsibility, and take whatever 
measures are nccussury to 
achieve this objective. 

My further statement was that 
the state should assume respon- 
sibility for a more equitable dis- 
tribution of that which is 
produced. There is just no point 
in the industrial worker having a 
steady Job, or the farmer produc- 
ing large quantities of food 
stuffs, if they do not receive a 
sufficient income for their labor 
to enable them to buy the things 
they need. 

Vour argument is that, should 
the necessary measures lead to 
government ownership and con- 
trol of any considerable portion 
of the means of production, the 
government would no longer re- 
main responsible. You say "for 
n government to bo elected in a 
democratic manner, it Is neces- 
sary that tho electors Le under 
no pressure whatever." People 
are not hy any means five from 
'pressure' today. They are sub- 
ject to the most effective kind of 
pressure, the necessity of earning 
a livelihood. Thousands are not 
free to express themselves on 
political issues, nor to take nn 
active part in a political party to 
whose policy their employers are 
opposed. 

lleeattse the people of Canada 
own uu Industry, or control nn 
industry, does not prevent them 
from chnnginK the government 
that is responsible to them for 
the operation of that industry. 
Tho peoplo of Canada own and 
control tho Canndlmi National 
Hallways. 'Hint fact does not 
prevent either the Cmuullnu pub- 
Ho or thu railway employees 
from votitiR iigAlnat any govern, 
ment that may bo in power at 
election time. Government own* 
erahlp of war industries has not 
Itnd tho effect of placing em- 
ployees in those Industrie* under 
pressure to suftiort nny parti- 
eular party, any more than 
private enterprlHe has. 

'Hie facts are that neither 
private Industry nor either of 
the two parties that it support* 
has been able to provide, in 
peneo time, full production, full 
employment, or nit equitable (lis* 
trlhutlon nf Income*, They have 

never boon able to prevent un* 
necessary want mul destitution. 
Our policy may not be perfect, 
but do you not think It Is at 
least worth trying There mint 
be a way of abolishing wont ami 
the paralysing fear of want In 
Cunndu.

SALVED FROM THE SEA 

By GOLDEN GLOW 

Did you over get a letter with 
the ominous words "salved from 
the sea" stamped on it? That 
is bad enough, but when you get 
a parcel soaked with brine and 
still damp, you sure feet awful. 
And I nm afraid a good many 
have had this most unpleasant 
experience ot one time or an- 

■ 

other. 

For instance, last fall when the 
ships were loaded with Christ- 
mas parcels, there were two 
cases of tire, one at Montreal and 
one at St. John's, N.D. They 
saved what they could, as we 
know. There were Christmas 
boxes for the fighting forces 
overseas and there were also 
next-of-kin parcels for prisoners 
of war, besides Christmas parcels 
for civilians. Any parcel with the 
address still readable was sent 
either on to the person to whom 
It was addressed or back to the 
sender, if It was a prisoner-of- 
war parcel. 

To my mind, the latter Is the 
greatest tragedy ot all, for our 
lighting men and civilians are 
really in the position that an- 
other box can be sent at once to 
replace the lost one, but the 
next-of-kin parcels, once in three 
months— well that is a different 
storyl It is heart breaking for 
all concerned. To think It is all 
caused by cureless and Ignorant 
persons, or it may be a selfish 
person, or even a callous or 
vicious person, putting matches 
or some other inflammable article 
in a parcel. Of course it moy be 
sabotage. But whatever the 
cause, heartbreak follows the 
tragedy of n shipload of parcels 
being lost. 

I know of two parcels "salved 
from the sea 1 ' In connection with 
the two fires on board those 
ships last fall— the Christmas 
ships as we called them. One 
parcel was going to England— we 
did not sec it again— It was sent 
on in its soaked, dilapidated 
state;' but the second, a prison* 
er-of-war puree), was returned to 
the sender in Newmarket, which 
meant that particular P.O.W. 
missed getting his first parcel. 

Perhaps I should make It clear 
that anyone, at any time, can 
send prlsoners-of-wnr gifts of 
cigarcts, books, games or sport* 
ing goods through what they 
call the IJcensed Stores, n list of 
which can be obtained through 
department stores as they arc on 
that list. But the next-of-kin 
parcels can only be sent by the 
person designated as- the prison- 
er's next-of-kin, and the govern- 
ment must send the labels before 
you can send It. With the first 
label aro detailed instructions of 
what may bo Included and tho 
weight of each parcel. You must 
faithfully adhere to those in* 
structions, else you delay the 
box and ure liable to make your 
boy go short* You intuit pack 
your box in such n way that 
everything may he easily exam- 
ined, first at Ottawn and then 
when It arrives In Germany. 8o 
you can see it is absolutely es- 
sential to closely follow instruc* 
lions. You are allowed to send 
11 pounds— and 1 1 pounds are all 
used up so quickly. You aren't 
able to put half tho things In you 
want to. It used to bo you could 
nut put anything in besides toilet 
articles and clothing and two 
pounds of chocolato bars und 
some gum. Lately, however, 
regulations ntv not so rigid. 
Now you may put In a pound of* 
coffee, two pounds of sugar and 
n quarter pound of tea. and In 
place of the chocolate or cocoa, 
you may put In three pounds. 

I trust t have made it clear, 
but take it from me. getting A 
P.O.W. next-of-kin parcel pack* 
cd and away is no small lob. 
You want to make It as complete 
as possible. You want to Include 
everything your P.O.W, will ap- 
preciate most. You ate so anxl* 
mis that your box will not be n 
disappointment In any way. So 

to have n first box returned with 
"salved from tlu* sen" stamped 
on It— you will understand now 
When I say it Is one big heart. 
ucltol I#aat month tho mother of 
one of our P.O.W, boys had that 
experience, 

Sho had received her second 
government label which meant 
m1h< could send tlox No. 2, Sh» 
called mo up and we had Severn! 
good chats about it. It was duty 



packed and posted when nest 
day enmo this surprise, Box Ko. 
1 "ftllvcd from tho see." Every. 
thing wa* ruined In it, tho coffee 
mildewed and musty, the two 
pounds of sugar nil gone— melt«d 
— everything n gooey and sodden 
mods, 

I saw the undorwoar, the 
towel and tho offleor'a khaki shirt 
tho rest thoy hud puV Into the 
furnace, for tho rank smell of It 
permeated tho house, 

"Salved from tho »e*." In « 
letter we heard of a box sent on 
to Its destination oversea* in 

much tho same condition. Ot 

tho chamois vest, the socks and 
other woollies, all that was saved 
from that Chrlittmaa box of 
goodies was n can of peaches And 
a bottle of Ono-a*Day tablets! 

So no wonder we call them 

ml nou l word *« <hat innocent 

llttlo phrase "salved from the 
sea," Cheerio, wo hope it won*4 
be much longer now.

The second debate arose out of 
charges raised by Liberal leader 
Hepburn against the highways 
minister, George Doucett. Mr. 
Hepburn charged lhat the mini- 
ster had arranged for some 
$2,000,000 worth of gasoline tax 
collectors 1 bonds to be handled 
through one company with which 
Mr. Doucett himself had been 
connected. When the minister 
denied the charge, Mr. Hepburn 
produced a letter sent to one col- 
lector stating that such arrange- 
ments had been made. Mr. 
Doucett replied that Mr. Hep- 
burn had been trying very hard 
to get special privileges, for the 

collector in question, and had 

only brought the matter up be- 
cause those privilegcs^had been j 
refused. | 

We have had several interest- 
ing addresses in the debate on 
the speech from the Throne. 
Dr. Vivian, the minister of 
health, outlined the govern- 
ment's health program. He said, 
"No one with any knowledge of 
the subject is satisfied with 
health services as they are - at 
present," but he believed the 
government was trying to 
remedy them as fast as it rould. | 
I personally think the method of 
approach up to the present has 
been wrong— I believe health 
services should be administered 
by the municipal authorities 
with grants for same from pro- 
vincial government. 

One of the best speeches was 
that of C. It Millard (York 
West) who has just returned 
from the world trade union con- 
ference in Britain. He described 
his trip to Belgium and Holland, , 
where he got within seven miles 
of the front lines where Cana- 
dian troops arc fighting. Mr. 
Millard paid high tribute to Can- 
ada's fighting men, and said their 
one thought was to get their job 
finished and get back home. He 
urged that arrangements be 
made to let them receive their 
hometown weekly papers so they 
could keep in touch withhome. 
Mr. Millard also suggested that 
all the major parties publish 
their federal election programs 
in one document which could be 
sent to every member of the 
forces, so that they would be 
well informed on the issues when 
they came to vote. 

Thomas Duff (Lib., Bruce) and 
William Rlggs (C.C.F., Windsor- 
Walkerville) both urged the de-i 
vclopmcnt of more industries 
based on the use of farm pro- 
ducts. Mr. Duff urged lowering 
of rural hydro rates to encourage 
such industries in rural areas. 
Mr. Higgs pointed out that such 
Industries would provide both 
Jobs for labor and markets for 
farmers after the war. 

Kelso Roberts (P.C., St. Pat- 
rick) strongly criticized Liberal 
leader Hepburn, and the L.P.P. 
group, who ho charged, had 
"sold out" to the Liberals. 

Agnes Macphoil criticized gov- 
ernment management of the 
Union Stockyards, and said there 
had (won huge charges to farm- 
ers for feeding and keeping stock 
there last year when thousands 
of head were left unsold, nnd nn 
epidemic of shipping fever re- 
sulted. 

There has been considerably 
too much timu spent in mud- 
slinging and personal vilification, 
which hns certainly retarded 
progress. I am, in say the least, 
concerned over the fnct thnt the 
government has failed to bring 
In more constructive, progressive 
legislation at this session.

The subject of discussion, "We 
all live in the same world." The 
findings of the forum, as report- 
ed by the secretary, were: We 
all agreed with the U.N.R.R.A. 
resolution that the defeated 
enemy countries should pay in 
full for relief received. If they 
did not spend money or pay back 
in goods for relief received they 
would again build up armaments 
for conquest: However, we feel 
our own allies should have suf- 
ficient relief first and after the 
peace treaty, if there is a surplus, 
the defeated enemy countries 
.should have relief at a price. 

We approve of supporting a 
program of "Freedom from 
Want" for the oppressed people 
of the world but we don't wish 
to see our standard of living 
lowered. Indeed the standard of 
living of the agricultural people 
is not yet on a level with urban 
centres. Many manufactured 
articles which we rural people 
have to buy should be brought 
down in price In accordance with 
the prices we receive for 
produce. 

Developments which should 
take place In Canada to increase 
domestic consumption are: (1) 
Make people realize the nutri- 
tive values of foods, a nutrition- 
ally fed nation wilt increase

1. The Plaintiff is a newspaper 
publisher and editor and resides 
in the Town of Newmarket in the 
County of York. 

2. The Defendant William- P. 
Mulock, for tho purposes of this 
action. Is a shareholder of the 
Dofendant Company Newmarket 
Bra and Express Limited and re 
sides in the City of Toronto in the 
County of York. 

3. Tho Defendant Newmarket 
Era nnd Express Limited, herin- 
after referred to as the "Defendant 
Company." Is a private company 
duly Incorporated pursuant to the 
provisions of the Ontario Com- 
panies Act and hns its head office 
In the Town of Newmarket in the 
Comity of York, and carries on tho 
publication of u weokly nowspaper 
known ns the "Newmarket Bra 
and Express." 

4. On or about the 9th day of

statement contained the following 
paragraph: 

"The largest shareholders tn the 
new company will Jw Honourable

THE PRESS AT WORK 



Prize-winner Allen Jackson 
awarded a first for his report on 
Tom Kirk's night, visited the Tor- 
onto Star building last week. Fol- 
lowing fs a report of what he saw 
and did: 

By ALLEN JACKSON 

It was Wednesday, March 14. My 
great dayMiad come at last. I was 
In a fever of excitement as I was 
golnjf to Toionto to see the Star 
building. 

Upon my arrival I was met by 
Mr. Lytic, sports editor, who Is one 
0/ the finest men I ever met. 

First I was taken to the editorial 
100m in which are numerous desks 
with typewriters. Here the report- 
ers type their stories and send them 
to the sub-editors who cut them 
down, correct them and send them 
to the type room. 

In this room the story in typed 
and comes out In the form of metal 
slugs. Next the page is set up. A 
treated piece of cardboard, known 
n» a dry flong, Is placed on top 
and run under tollers. The type 
leaves its ImpiessJon on the dry 
Hong which is then sent to the 
press room. 

In the press loom the dry flonjj 
is placed atfainsl a large cylindri- 
cal tube; two doors close, molten 
metal pours in and a curved metal 
plate comes out bearing the im- 
prints of the characters of one page 
on Its surface. These plates are 
placed on the cylinders and the 
presses begin to roll. In printing, 
lolls of paper weighing one-quarter 
of a ton each and measuring seven 
miles long are used. As the paper 
rolls over I he cylinders both sides 
are printed. 

After printing the paper goes into 
a machine which cuts, folds and 
count*. 

From here the paper goes to the 
mailing room where It Is wrapped 
rind sent to Us destination. 

In conclusion I wish to thank Mr. 
Lytta who made my visit possible.
